Hitler was not to blame for the German Army’s 
failure to wipe out the British Army during the Dun- 


clared today. 


‘Kirk evacuation in 1940; an official war volume de-: 


The volume, second of a series of war histories 
written with Government approval, said German military 
apologists claimed that Hitler’s “amateur interference” 
in the German campaign allowed the British to escape. 


The author, Major L.M.F. 
Ells, sald that Hitler was often 
right and deserved part of the 
credit for the successes of the 
German forces. 


Tho failure to capture the 
British Army was the respon- 
rbility of the German gfencrals 
and alr foree chiefs.

“This petition campaign is 
now being conducted — through- 
out the nation by the Committce 
for One Million, headed by 
Warren A, Austin, formerly Am- 
bassador of the US to the United 
Nations. 

“The alm of the Committeo 
Is to gather upwards of one 
million = signatures. I urge 
every American to join In this 
campaign."
